Enterprises to DCP regarding water supply and building information for new
commercial garage

request for approval of the well on this property, as advised by the Board at their
September 27, 2018 meeting, and has not yet received any correspondence back.

After further discussion, the Board voted unanimously to approve the well based on the
well completion report results. The Department will send a letter to Chatham Health
District advising them of the Board’s approval on this well’s yield being sufficient.
